v to be Made A H ighway 


The famous ‘‘Old Chisholm T ra il” is to be made a public highway, if the 
plans of the several states through which this trail runs, are carried out. 
The following letter, received by Dick Collins, tem porary secretory of the 
Commercial Club, is self-explanatory and it will be interesting to our people 


You are no doubt fam iliar with the 
proposed highway running f r o m 
Southern Kansas through El Reno, 
Oklahoma and on to this State, known 
as the old Chisholm Trail. 
At a meeting held in El Reno some 
ten days ago to formulate plans for 
an organization which would repre­ 
sent all the various counties through 
which the proposed highway would 
pass, some 700 delegates from Okla­ 
homa and Kansas were present, and 
Texas was represented by one man 
only, t h e representative from this 
city. 
This proposed highway will follow 
the old Chisholm, T rail which will 
lead directly through Decatur. This 
proposed road when built will be of 
as much value to any city located on 
it as would a new railroad. A high­ 
way of 
this 
prominence 
running 
through three states will be built to 
by 
various other roads over 
the 
counties, either by the county author­ 
ities, or farmers, and will prove to 
be a great highway, which will bring 
tile farmers from the country to the 
towns to do their trading. 
The particular thing the writer has 
in mind in broaching this subject to 
you is that if we get busy on this 
proposition now, each county agree­ 
ing to put in a first class shape, some 
one road running north and south 
through the county to join with a 
sim ilar road, north and south, in ad­ 
joining counties, we can have this 
proposed road to follow 
the old 


Chisholm T rail, which would be di­ 
rectly through your city. 
While this road is very desirous of 
following the old Chisholm Trail, 
still, it is not bound to do it, and if 
neighboring counties should 
band 
themselves together and offer to meet 
the requirements more readily than 
the counties through which the ole! 
trail runs, I am afraid it would fol­ 
low it instead of the old Chisholm 
T rail. In fact, to be real frank with 
you, there is one of your neighboring 
cities that is interesting itself very 
much in this proposition at present, 
trying to get the road to run west of 
you. 
I would suggest that you take the 
m atter up with your directors and 
they in tu rn , with the County Com­ 
m issioners, and see if your people 
cannot be interested in this connec­ 
tion. 
Allpw me to make myself clear in 
this connection. The writer has no 
selfish motives whatever in this m at­ 
ter, because whichever rout this high­ 
way takes, it will come through Fort 
W orth, but I am merely telling you 
this in order that you may get busy 
on it at your earliest Convenience, 
and handle it in your county.

How to Handle Delicate Ware So It 
Will Retain Beauty. 
It is seldom that the girl who sells 
the cut glass in the big department 
stores can tell you precisely what to do 
in order to preserve these beautiful 
and expensive articles, but one young 
lady, who owns several costly pieces 
and who Is overenthusiastic concern­ 
ing them, says that with the, proper 
care they are a joy forever and a de­ 
light to behold. 
As a warning she says that it re 
quires considerably more care and at­ 
tention than does silverware, as cut 
glass will not stand any rough ban 
dling while being polished. This brittle 
article is actually the most fragile 
in the world of the housewife 
It 
seems \o await its chance to shatter, 
and therefore if the following rules an 
adhered to breakage will be reduced 
to the smallest percentage: 
Keep it in a china closet that has 
a rail or support that will evert its 
slipping. 
Make sure that the shelf is strong t > 
bold the weight if the pieces are 
large. 
Never rinse under running rater. 
Prepare water for washing in a 
wooden pan or dish tub aud fold a 
tow el on the bottom so that the pieces 
can rest on its cushiony layers. 
Make the water tepid, add ammonia 
and have just a good white soap, a 
camel's hair brush (sold for thjs pur­ 
pose! and a Hatless cloth. 
Rinse with water of the same tem­ 
perature and dry with a soft towel, 
polishing afterward with tissue paper 
that comes for this purpose, or you 
can use a new clean chamois. 
Do not put grease of any kind in 
these pieces, not even butter, as grease 
makes them cloudy, and you can never 
polish them as brightly after so using. 
Brushing should always be done 
with the softest brushes procurable. 
Stiff brushes .scratch unmercifully. But 
a brush must be used to clean the 
crevices, so it cannot be dispensed 
with. 
Never use tacks or buckshot to clean 
the inside of bottles, jugs and pitcher#, 
but the ground shell of an egg. salt' 
and Ic won or a little white vinegar. 
A piece of raw potato soaked in a 
carafe or any of the deeper pieces will 
help to make brightening a light task 
and cleaning still easier.
